A HINT to avoid Confufion in twe QUARTER 
DAYS. 





AS the aé for the alteration of the ftile took place 

laf’ Thurfday, and the Quarter Days, or days 
of payment, will change place, the nominal quarter 
day will ftill be the 29th of September, but as the 
29th of September will be anticipated eleven days, 
the real. quarter day will be the 10th of October. 
To avoid therefore, the Confufion which will necef- 
farily arife from the diftinétion of old quarrer day, 
and new quarter day, itis propofed, that all rent & 
fervants wages, be paid on the 2gth of September, 
New Stile, the nominal quarter day, deducting fuch 
part of the fum as is in exact proportion to the eleven 
days that fhall be wanting to compleat the quarter. 
For inftance, fuppofe there would be due to me one 
years rent, amounting to 3651. that is, after the 
rate of 11. a day, on the 10th of O&tober; if I re- 
ceive on the 29th of September 3541. which is11]. 
lefs that the year’s fum, in proportion to the eleven 
days that the year is made fhorter by the act, then 
the next year’s wages will be due on the ufual day of 
the month, and no confulion can happen by a real 
and nominal day of payment. That this method 
may be the more eafy practifed with refpect to fer- 


vants wages, I have added a table fhewing how } 


much is to be deducted for the eleven days, from 
208. per annum to 61.

The laft accounts from Nova Scotia advife, that 
certain dutiesare lai¢ upon diftilled fpirituous liquors, 
imported there and retailed; and the money arifing 
from the {aid duties are to be difpofed of in bounties 
for the encouragement of the fifhery, and other ufe- 
ful improvements, &c. within the faid province. 
The laft Amfterdam Gazette tells us, that the re- 
ports of the enterprizes of the French in the Eaft- 
Indies are groundlefs: That they have committed 
no Hoftilities againft our fettlements, neither at 
Surat nor at Tillichery; that all the trouble our 
company had, was with the Natives of the country, 
who endeavoured to expel the Englifh from thofe 
two places ; but after fome fmart skirmithes, they 
abandoned that enterprize, and tranquility was im- 
mediately reftored. ‘The fame gazette likewife in- 
forms us, that there is no more to be faid about the 
conferences at Paris between our commiflaries and 
the French, the demands made by the latter having 
entirely fufpended then. 

The French politicians affect to be well pleafed 
with the late treaty for the pacification of Italy, by 
which, as they fay, the Interefts of the houfe. of 
Bourbon areas well fecured, 4s if the terms had been 
di€tated at Verfailles, and by which here is nothing 
ftipulated that can prevent any thing more than their 
being expofed on that fide, in cafe of a new war, 
to the dangers they were threatned with in the laft. 

The foreign minifters at Conftantinople fufpea, 
that the janiflaries aé& under the influence of wifer 
heads than their own, fince they dire€ted their 
to tell the grand Signior, that from the wealth of his 
favourite he might be convinced avarice and abufe of
